On  Monday  morning  we  tnmed  onr  key 
upon  honse  and  home  cares,  and  IsaviDg 
silent  dwelling  and  noisy  city  behind  ns, 
fied  away  from  fire  crackers  and  torpedoe 
to  this  quiet  eyrie  on  the  hill  top.  The 
Catalpa  was  just  snowing  down  its  elosters 
of  white  flowers  on  the  payement  as  we 
bade  it  adieu  ;  under  its  broad  umbrella  of 
sea-green  others  than  ourselres  must  seek 
shelter  from  the  dog  days*  heat.  Fifty 
miles  of  the  New  Haven  railroad  lie  between 
it,  and  the  yase-like  elms  that  o'erarch  our 
summer-homa  We  oaa  hear  the  whistle 
of  the  evening  trains  through  Fairfield,  just 
as  the  light-house  begins  to  open  its  great 
eye  at  Black  Book  for  its  night-watch  of  the 
Sensed.  We  can  catch  a  glimpse  of  Dr. 
Hefrit's  ehnroh  spire  at  Bridgeport  to  onr 
left,  and  of  the  Norwalk  lights  in  the 
evening  to  onr  right.  Before  ns  lies  the 
msgnifloent  Long  Island  Sound — a  thirty 
mile  view  rimmed  with  a  distant  belt  of 
Long  Island  shore. 

Oreeufleld  Hill  is  quite  up  to  its  renown 
as  the  most  snperb  land  and  water  view  in 
Oonueotient.  When  the  sunset  falls  in 
golden  glory  on  a  vast  wooded  landscape, 
and  kindles  on  seventeen  Church-towers  all 
in  sight  at  once — when  villa,  and  grove, 
and  grain-field  make  up  the  fore  ground  to 
a  stretch  of  sea  sparkling  in  the  last  rays  of 
sunlight,  the  ecene  is  worthy  of  the  pencil 
of  Church,  or  of  Gifford.  There  is  an  elm- 
cathedral  above  our  heads.  Under  it,  pace 
homewards  the  herd  of  cows  driven  by 
bare-foot  boys  across  the  open  green.  By 
six  o'clock  the  ateamer  "Continental" 
moves  by  on  its  cool  march  over  the  waves 
towards  New  Haven.  A  little  later  the 
robins  twitter  "good  night"  in  the  maples 
beside  onr  dwelling.  An  occasional  oity- 


tlesnakes  of  Arnold's  day  have  a  few  cop¬ 
perhead  successors.

Davis'  pirate  flag— and 
that  too  in  sight  of  the  spot  where  Arnold 
once  burned  loyal  bams  and  dwellings ! 
Has  History,  in  its  whole  menagerie  of 
cariosities,  a  reptile  as  venomous  as  the 
modem  oopperhead  ?  That  slavery  should 
hatch  treason— that  Mason  shonld  intrigue 
for  it,  that  Lee  should  fight  for  it,  and 
Semsses  ahonld  lie  for  it,  is  no  more  than 
we  expect;  but  that  a  Northern  freeman 
should  still  hug  the  putrefying  carcass 
of  slavery, — should  denounce  the  govern¬ 
ment  that  protects  him  without  a  whisper 
against  the  assassins  of  treason— should  re¬ 
ceive  every  Union  victory  with  a  sneer,  and 
every  rebel  suceess  with  a  phnckling  "I  told 
you  so";  that  any  man  New  Eogland-bom 
should  so  degrade  himself  is  the  consummate 
proof  of  slavery's  foul  sorcery.  "On  thy 
belly  shalt  thou  go,  and  dust  shalt  thou  eat 
all  the  days  of  tby  life,"  is  the  doom  which 
the  sorceress  pronounces  on  every  one  who 
eats  the  forbidden  fruit  of  her  iniquity 
Perhaps  we  of  the  North  deserve  all  this ;

MoMsbon,  said  that 
when  residue  in  the  Msd—  Prerridency  be 
had  heard  a  tract— oalled  by  a  truly  orien¬ 
tal  tame,  "The  Jewel  Mine  of  Salvation" 
—highly  spoken  of.  It  was  written,  so  he 
understood,  by  Rev.  Henry  M.  Soudder,  a 
proficient  in  the  Tamil  language.  Ha  had 
heard  natives  say  that  he  spoke  ja«t  like 
themselves.  Had  he  known  all  the  facts  of 
the  case,  he  might  have  credited  the  trace 
to  a  native,  for  Mr.  Soudder,  though  edu 
cated  in  this  city,  was  a  son  of  the  late  Dr 
Soudder,  and  was  born  in  India.  The  tract 
asciibed  to  hit  autborsbip  was  written  in 
verse,  and  was  so  great  a  favorite  with  the 
natives  that  they  often  asked  tract  distribu¬ 
tors  for  it  by  name.

To  say  nothing  of  mat- 
tMS  whieh  eonesen  the  sacrifice  of  personal 
tasle  said  eossfort,  or  the  lack  of  those  fa- 
sBitlea  for  the  diffoaion  of  thought  and  the 
iKmatioB  of  public  opinion  which  have 
keen  introdnoed  by  the  arts  of  civilisation, 
he  meets  grave  obstaelM  in  the  taadition^ 
neagea,  and  modes  of  thought  which  pre- 
vafl  around  him,  and  in  some  countries- as 
(Xdna  and  India— the  national  literature 
transmitted  through  ages,  till  it  has  become 
venerable  and  almost  sacred  in  popular  es¬ 
teem,  lice  directly  in  his  way,  imbuing  the 
mind  with  views,  and  strengthening  it  with 
prejudices  hostile  to  the  GospeL  The  con- 
teaapt  which  is  sometimes  expressed  by 
worldly  noinds  for  the  feeble  results  of  mis 
aiona — ^measured  by  statistics — should  give 
place  to  a  more  just  and  correct  estimate  of 
what  is  n  quisite  to  the  victories  achieved 
in  the  conquest  of  prejudice,  confirmed 
habits  of  vice  and  idolatry,  and  social 
■sages  which  have  acquired  the  force  of 
law. 

These  reflections  have  been  shggestei!  by 
the  esMys  and  discussions  of  the  Punjab 
Missionary  Conference  to  which  we  refer 
red  a  week  or  two  since.  One  of  the  rnb- 
)eets  which  claimed  the  attention  of  thi« 
eonferenoe  was  a  vernacular  Ohriatian  Lite¬ 
rature.  Rich  as  our  own  language  is  in 
theological  and  devotional  works  which 
have  been  produced  for  us  daring  the  last 
three  centuries,  we  can  acareely  realize  the 
eondition  of  a  people  without  a  literature 
of  any  kind  which  is  not  contaminated 
with  the  vices  and  errors  of  idolatrous  sys¬ 
tems.  But  let  us  for  a  moment  suppose  the 
works  which- spart  from  the  Bible — have 
furnished  ns  religions  instruction  and  guid¬ 
ance,  struck  out  of  existence.  We  are  de¬ 
prived  at  once  of  onr  Commentaries,  and  of 
all  our  works  of  travel  and  geography, 
arehmology,  history,  and  grammar,  by 
whieh  the  truth  of  the  Scriptures  is  vindi- 
oated  or  its  meaning  explained— all  onr 
Christian  apologetics  contributing  an  array 
at  defoBee  sgaiuat  the  assaults  of  skepti- 
eism  and  error — all  out  theological  systems 
aud  essays— all  onr  C}iQroh  histories,  and 
narratives  of  Christian  life  and  experience 
— all  our  devotional  works,  that  assist  our 
peditation,  and  cheer  and  guide  ns  amid 
the  vicissitudes  of  onr  earthly  lot.  We 
have  mo  longer  a  John  Howe  to  converse 
with  ns  on  the  "Blessedness  of  the 
Righteous,  ” — no  Baxter  to  discourse  like 
Me  who  bad  seen  what  he  described,  of 
the  "  Saint's  Best  "—no  Banyan  to  outline 
the  path  of  the  Christian  pilgrim,  and  lead 
ms  out  of  the  Slough  of  Despond,  and  over 
the  Hill  D  ffioulty,  to  the  Delectable  Moun¬ 
tains,  or  to  the  Confines  of  the  Celestial 
City — no.  biographies  of  holy  men  to  kindle 
our  hearts  with  the  story  of  evangelists, 
and  missioitaries,  and  martyrs— no  Watts  to 
win  ns  by  his  heavenly  strains  and  teach  ns 
"somgs  unknown  before," — no  Wesley,  or 
Heber,  or  Dwight,  or  Montgomery  to  in-

THl  BIV.  PBTBa  SAKODSE. 

The  last  EvANOsiiiST  informB  ns  that 
*' Father  Kanonse**  is  entered  into  rest 
The  Presbytery  of  Reokawsy  since  I  first 
Inew  it  in  1847  has  sent  three  distingnisbed 
names  to  represent  it  in  "  the  General  As¬ 
sembly  and  Oboroh  of  the  first  born  which 
are  written  in  heaven  ”  :  in  July,  1852,  onr 
dearly  beloved  brother.  Rev.  Daniel  H. 
Johnson  of  Mendham;  April  lOtb,  1862,  onr 
venerated  and  venerable  “  father,”  Rev. 
Barnabas  King  of  Rockaway,  and  very  re¬ 
cently  the  friend  and  brother  not  lees  ven¬ 
erated  than  either  of  them,  Rev.  Peter  Ea- 
nonse  of  Deokertown.  They  constitnte  a 
blessed  and  bright  trio,  and  as  each  one 
rises  to  the  call  of  memory,  an  iuvolnntary 
benediction  drops  from  the  lips  of  their  liv¬ 
ing  friends. 

To  these  I  may  add  the  names  of  the  ven¬ 
erable  Rev.  Dr.  Fisher,  who  died  at  the 
honse  of  his  son  in-law  at  Saocasnona,  with¬ 
in  the  bonnds  of  onr  Presbytery,  and  that 
‘^most  devoted  and  lovely  .servant  of  God, 
'Rev.  Thomas  S.  Ward  of  Carbondale,  who 
for  several  years  was  a  member  with  ns. 

Father  Eanonse  w&s  born  in  Rockaway 
Valley  about  two  miles  fromJBoonton.  In 
1808,  when  Father  King  became  the  pastor  at 
Rockaway,  yonng  Eutonse  was  a  black¬ 
smith.  April  4(b,  1809,  with  two  others  he 
'  was  ordained  an  elder  in  that  Ohnrch. 
Even  then  he  was  noted  for  the  fervency 
and  power  of  his  prayers  and  exhortations. 

.  After  the  death  of  his  wife — I  have  no 
dates — he  began  hisj  classical  studies  at 
Bloomfield,  and  he  became  a  fine  scholar. 
His  mind  was  one  of  great  vigor  and  origi¬ 
nality,  and  his  speech  like  the  drcppings  of 
'  tthe  honey  comb.  Althongh  not  gradnated 
~at  either  oollege  or  seminary,  he  was 
very  efBcient  as  a  Missionary  among  the 
Ohootaw  Indians.  After  his  retnm  he 
"was  pastor  both  at  Saooasnnna.  N.  J.,  and 
'Eewark,  K.  Y.,  andj[his  preaching  was  very 
'  powerful  and  snocessf  ol.  He  was  a  polished 
writer,  but  in  the  days  of  his  power  he 
spake  without  notes.  His  views  of  trnth 
'^ere  very  clear,  his  emotions  very  warm, 
his  desires  to  save  men  very  ardent,  and 
his  words  very  ready.  Combine  these  with 
the  graces  of  his  fine  person  and  voice, 
and  yon  have  a  pulpit  orator  of  no  mean 
"'degree. 

dLs  Pastor  of  the  First  Ohnrch  in  Wan¬ 
tage  he  had  great  success.  It  is  one  of  the 
moat  beaniifnl  sections  of  New  Jersey. 
nPormerly  there  was  a  Daloh  Ohnroh  there 
.--mndec  the  care  of  the  somewhat  fsmons 
'  Domkie  Van  Ben  Schoten,  but  it  bad  be- 
'  come  nearly  extinct  when  Father  Allen, 

'  still  redd  it  g  in  Pennsylvania,  gathered  a 
Presbyterian  Cbnrob,  and  had  a  great  re¬ 
vival  He  was  sncoeeded  by  Father  Ea- 
r  noose.  In  the  revival  of  1882,  200  were 
'  eonvetted.  So  anxions  were  people  to  hear, 
^«hat  the  Ohnroh  oonld  not  hold  them.  The 
windoss  were  taken  out,  and  the  people 
«olleoted  in  great  nambers  ontside.  He 
"hu  been  heard  to  say  that  he  never  has 
travelled  beyond  the  reach  of  that  revival, 
bat  go  where  he  would,  he  would  find  some 
<ol  its  subjects.  From  1830  to  1840  he  lived 
in  one  blase  of  revival  excitement.  He 
preached  not  only  in  hia  own  Ohnroh  at 
Wantage,  and  afterwards  in  the  Free 
'Dhnroh  of  Newark,  of  which  he  was  Pas- 
'"tor,  hut  in  Sparta,  Hardiaton,  Angnsta, 

.  Newfoundland,  Caldwell,  Madison,  Sprlng- 
ileld,  Oonneotiont  Farms,  Chester,  Florida, 
-^mity,  Bidgbnry,  Bethlehem,  Cornwall, 
^  Ponghkeepsie,  and  many  other  places  in 
'  the  regions  indicated  by  these  names.  He 
'-  seemed  attended  with  a  blessing  wherever 
lie  went  Not  less  than  two  thonsand  per¬ 
sons  were  added  to  these  Churches  during 
4hese  revivals.  A  first  rate  witness  once 

*  said  to  me  of  these  revivals,  as  so  powerful 
that  he  had  seen  "  men  and  women  literally 

'  tremble  on  aoooont  of  mental  agony.  Old 
infidels,  Universalists,  Unitarians,  aged  sin- 
-  ners,  and  all  classes  bowed  down  together 

*  like  little  children  to  seek  tiie  Lord.” 

Hia  labors  more  recently  at  Bemansville, 

~  vrhieh  was  formed  from  his  own  old  Ohnroh 
at  Wantage,  were  very  snooessfnL  Indeed 
in  this  respect  New  Jersey  has  had  fewmore 
cffeotive  praaohera  of  the  Gospel  Go  where 
yon  will  in  Northern  New  Jersey  and  the 

*  adjoining  regions  of  New  York,  and  yon 
^  xneal  both  the  evidenoes  of  my  assertion. 

*  In  private  life  he  was  a  most  delightfal 
companion.  He  had  saen  so  many  noted 
'  penons  in  the  Ohnrob,  and  been  part  of  so 
aaasy  remarkable  aoenes  that  it  was  a  per- 
'ieot  feast  to  bear  him  oonverse.  I  remem- 
~i)tt  to  have  spent  a  night  with  him  at  Dr. 
'Titman’s  home  in  Wantage,  and  that  he 
^  aude  almost  the  entire  night  Inminons  with 
"his  eharming  conversation.  The  history  of 
Xlbnrohes,  of  minitters,  of  revirals,  of  in¬ 


fidels  and  infidel  associations,  wm  related  m 
easily  as  the  spring  brook  fiows.  It  is  to 
me  now  an  nnoeasing  regret  that  I  did  not 
do  my  part  toresone  from  forgetfnlness  the 
striking  faots  and  statements  I  have  heard 
from  his  lips. 

I  might  nse  oonoerning  himself  the  lan- 
gnage  he  employed  in  describing  his  old  pas¬ 
tor  and  friend.  Father  King,  “Handreds 
have  been  hopafnlly  converted  to  God  under 
his  ministry.  .  .  Under  God  he  has  turned 
many  to  righteousness ;  what  a  crown  awaits 
him  in  heaven  !  A  halo  of  glory  will  hang 
over  bis  grave  when  his  body  returns  to 
dnst  and  his  spirit  to  God  who  gave  it.  It 
is  ghod  to  find  snob  an  object  in  this  chang¬ 
ing  world,  on  which  the  eye  can  fix  with 
delight.” 

A  great  and  good  man  has  fallen  in  a  ripe 
old  age.  _  j.

Meisrt  Editors :  The  acknowledgment  of 
donations  to  the  Pnblioation  Cause  receiv¬ 
ed  in  the  month  of  Jane,  which  we  send 
yon  for  insertion  in  Thb  Evanoblist,  taken 
in  oonneotioa  with  preoedteg  acknowledg¬ 
ments,  will  enoonrage  those  of  yonr  readers 
interested  in  this  oanse.  The  friends  of  the 
work  will  see  in  those  contributions  evi¬ 
dence  that  it  is  not  only  to  live,  bat  to  ex¬ 
pand  and  to  increase  in  inflnence  for  good. 
The  call  of  the  General  Assembly  for  oon- 
tribntiona  to  complete  the  $50,000  Publica¬ 
tion  Fund  on  the  part  of  those  who  had  not 
before  given  their  fair  proportion  of  the  snm, 
has  not  been  unheeded.  Collections  are 
coming  in  daily — some  small,  some  large— 
and  Churches  that  have  not  yet  found  a 
good  opportnnity  to  take  np  their  oolleo 
tions  are  arranging  to  do  so  at  as  early  a 
day  as  promises  sneoess.  If  a  little  effort  is 
made  by  each  Obnroh  the  resnlt  will  be  the 
completion  of  the  Fifty  Thonsand  Dollars. 
We  hope  that  no  Church  will  by  its  neglect 
endanger  the  sneoess  ol  the  movement.

THB  BDRCATIOX  CAUSE. 

The  Permanent  Committee  on  Education 
for  the  Ministry,  at  a  recent  quarterly  meet¬ 
ing,  organised  itself  for  the  present  year, 
by  reelecting  its  former  officers,  viz:  Bev. 
J.  J.  Owen,  Chairman;  J.  W.  Benedict, 
Treasnrer;  and  Bev.  T.  A.  Mills,  General 
Secretary.  The  Annual  Report  rendered  to 
the  last  General  Assembly,  whioh  it  is  ex¬ 
pected  will  be  published  in  time  for  the 
Antamnal  Ecclesiastic  d  Meetings,  shows 
enoonragiug  progress  during  the  last  year  ; 
and  the  Churches  will  be  glad  to  learn  that 
the  Committee  contemplate  a  vigorous 
proseontion  of  the  work  the  present  year. 
It  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  a  very 
considerable  advance  in  the  number  of 
Chnrobes  praying,  giving,  and  famishing 
yonng  men  to  be  edneated ;  and  that  no 
one  having  engaged  in  the  work  shonld 
think  of  diminishing  its  labors.  The  work 
the  ministry  was  appointed  to  perform  was 
never  needed  more  than  at  present  through¬ 
out  onr  land,  and  new  and  wide  fields  are 
opening  for  onr  Ohnroh  to  ooonpy  all  the 
time. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  amidst  the  vioissi- 
tudas  and  trials  of  the  times,  none  of  the 
benevolent  arrangements  of  onr  Ohnroh 
will  be  overlooked,  bat  that  now  more  faith¬ 
fully  than  ever  the  recommendation  of  the 
General  Assembly,  that  each  one  shall,  in 
its  proper  place,  be  presented^  annually  to 
every  congregation,  will  be  complied 
with. 

Mount  Waihlngton  Collegiate  Inititnta. — The 
Commencement  exercises  of  this  well  known 
High  School  took  place  on  the  28(h  inst., 
being  its  twenty  first  anniversary.  The  fine 
building  on  the  ooraer  of  Broadway  and 
Broome  street  was  filled  with  an  intelligent 
andience  of  the  friends  of  the  Institute  and 
its  pnpils,  who  seemed  much  pleased  with 
the  creditable  performanoas  of  the  yonng 
Btadenta.  Many  clergymen  and  other  well 
known  friends  of  ednoation  ooenpied  the 
platform  on  the  cooasion. 

Mr.  Geo.  W.  Clarke,  the  proprietor  and 
principal,  presided  and  made  an  interesting 
report  of  the  state  of  the  school,  in  whioh  he 
■bowed  how  it  began,  in  1843,  with  about 
twenty  pnpils,  when  scarcely  a  street  was 
open  above  Washington  Square,  and  having 
very  eoon  reached  its  maximum  of  two  hun¬ 
dred  eoholars,  it  has  annually  been  fending 
forth  a  class  of  well-trained  yonth  into  onr 
oouutiDg-booses  and  colleges,  and  that  the 
past  year  has  been  one  of  great  prosperity 
to  the  Institate. 

Bev.  Thomas  S.  Hastings  delivered  an 
able  and  elcquent  address  to  the  gradnating 
olus,  nnmbering  some  twelve  yonng  men.' 

The  Tree  Chnreh  of  Scotland — This  Chnroh 
has  on  its  rolls  871  Ministers,  nearly  double 
the  number  it  started  with  in  1843.  Its 
active  pastors  receive  a  yearly  stipend  from 
a  common  anstentation  fund.  The  appro¬ 
priation  for  the  past  year  was  £138  or  ^90 
to  each  one.  In  the  large  ohnrohes  this 
snm  is  snpplemented  by  the  oongregations. 
The  work  of  missions,  both  home  and  for¬ 
eign,  has  been  steadily  proseonted  daring 
the  year,  by  the  Free  Chnroh,  and  the 
reports  made  are  of  a  highly  satisfactory 
obaraoter. 

Dr.  Gnthrie’s  retirement  ooenpied  the  at¬ 
tention  of  the  assembly.  The  earl  of  Dalhon- 
sie  delivered  an  exoelleut  speech,  delineat¬ 
ing  the  worth  and  work  of  the  afflicted 
minister,  who  has  now  to  all  intents  and 
pnrposea  ceased  from  his  pulpit  labors. 

The  Union  of  the  U.  P.  Cknroh  and  the 
Free  Chnroh  was  again  taken  np,  and  it  ap¬ 
peared  to  have  lost  none  of  its  interest 
Nothing  decisive,  of  oonrse,  was  done,  bat 
the  oommittee  were  reappointed,  and  the 
boainees  as  between  that  and  the  other  oom¬ 
mittee  will  continue. 

Hovat  Holyoko  laainary.  — The  next  Anni¬ 
versary  ooonrs  Thursday,  July  21st,  and  will 
be  preceded  by  pnbUo  examinations  oom- 
menoing  Sunday,  July  19th.  The  annnal 
address  will  be  delivered  by  Rev.  Dr.  Swain 
of  Frovidenoe,  R.  L 


AMBBIOAW  TBACt  BOCIBIT. 

This  national  Society,  now  in  its  fortieth 
year,  is  dependent  on  the  annual  oontribn- 
tioDs  of  its  friends,  for  the  vigorons  prose- 
on  tion  of  its  benevolent  work. 

At  its  formation  in  New  York  in  1825,  its 
founders  contributed  $25  820  to  provide  a 
bonsA  for  its  permanent  accommodation. 
In  1837,  twelve  years  afterwards,  a  special 
snbsoription  of  $40,000  was  made  towards 
famishing  a  stook  of  books  as  a  permanent 
capital.  With  only  these  donations  as  per¬ 
manent  capital,  by  strict  economy  the  So¬ 
ciety  has  gradnally  provided  itself  with 
machinery,  presses,  and  fixtures  for  maun- 
faotnring  pnrposes,  increased  its  stook  of 
pnblioations  and  facilities  for  proseonting 
its  work,  till  its  daily  iesnes  amount  to  4000 
volumes,  30,000  tracts,  and  20,000  papers  ; 
and  its  total  cash  sales  in  thirty-nine  years, 
have  amonnied  to  $4  792.652  48,  its  grants 
of  pnblioations  to  $950  080  64.  its  foreign 
cash  appropriations  to  $539  794,  and  its  ex¬ 
penditures  for  oolportage  to  nearly  $1,500.- 
000.  It  is  worthy  ol  special  remark  that 
these  pnblioations,  as  a  whole,  have  been 
famished  at  a  lower  rate  than  each  pnhli- 
oatior  s  have  been  famished  by  any  other 
institntion. 

There  is  mnoh  oooasion  for  gratitude  to 
God  for  what  has  been  acoomplished,  and 
that  the  Society,  the  past  year,  has  made  a 
greater  advance  in  its  cash  receipts  than  in 
any  single  year  since  its  formation,  and  iu 
creased  its  grants  of  publications  30,000,000 
pages  over  those  of  any  previous  year. 

With  this  increase  of  its  benevolent  work, 
it  needs  a  corresponding  increase  of  its 
benevolent  income.  Withont  it  the  work 
cannot  be  expanded,  or  even  kept  np.  The 
increased  demand  for  the  army  and  navy 
and  freed  men,  for  oolportage,  for  foreign 
lands,  and  for  the  destitnte,  cannot  ba  met. 
Its  charitable  appropriations  are  daily  limit¬ 
ed,  for  want  of  means.  Appeals  lor  grants 
are  constantly  before  the  Oommittee  which 
oinnot  be  answered. 

At  least  $200,000  in  donations  are  needed 
this  year.  Of  this  snm,  $50  000  is  needed 
for  the  army  and  navy,  $50,000  for  oolpor¬ 
tage,  $50,000  for  gratnitous  distribution  to 
t&e  d^-siimte,  and  to  increase  the  stock  of 
panlioations  in  German,  Soanish,  and 
other  foreign  languages,  $25,000  for  freed- 
men,  and  $25  000  for  foreign  land*. 

The  field  is  white  for  the  harvest.  It 
never  gave  more  promise  of  blessed  results, 
at  home  or  abroad.  The  Christian  press  in 
foreign  lands  is  literally  waiting  for  means. 
Over  onr  own  broad  territory  in  the  North¬ 
ern,  Middle,  and  Western  States,  and  in 
the  British  provinces,  there  never  was  so 
great  a  demand  for  the  issnea  of  this  Society. 
Never  were  the  labors  of  the  humble  col¬ 
porteur  more  eargerly  sought  or  highly 
prized,  especially  in  the  tbonsands  of  fami¬ 
lies  whose  sons  and  husbands  and  brothers 
have  fallen  on  the  battle  field. 

The  claims  upon  the  Society  in  every 
department  are  daily  increasing.  Its  grants 
of  publications  iu  the  month  of  Jane  were 
$5,678.  Liberal  voluntary  oontribntions 
are  greatly  needed.  Withont  them  it  is 
impossible  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  brave 
men  who  peril  their  lives  for  ns  and  their 
oonntry,  or  the  expectations  of  destitute 
millions  in  onr  own  and  foreign  lands  who 
look  to  this  Society  forepiritnal  food.  Will 
not  Pastors  of  Charcbes,  snperintendents 
of  Sabbath  schools,  and  benevolent  indi- 
vidnals,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  consider  these 
daims,  and  make  snoh  efforts  and  oontnbn- 
tioDs  as  the  oanse  demands?

I  sat  this  qaiet  Sabbath  eveniag.  thinking 
of  the  effect  of  the  advance  of  gold  on  onr 
Mission  work,  I  thought  I  would,  through 
yonr  paper,  ask  those  who  are  in  the  habit 
of  giving  to  this  Society,  to  consider  the 
fact  that,  while  onr  Paper  Money  wiU  an¬ 
swer  to  carry  on  all  onr  home  societies, 
God’s  Providence  has  plaoed  onr  dear  Mis¬ 
sionaries  where  nothing  bat  Gold  can  meet 
the  responsibilities  the  Chnroh  assumed 
in  sending  them  out.  If  we  are  to  make 
the  amonnts  given  in  past  years  the  measure 
of  onr  present  appropriations,  the  Society 
cannot  go  on,  and  our  Missionaries  mast 
suffer.  Are  there  not  handreds  of  Christian 
men  who  will  read  this,  whose  income 
this  year,  in  currency,  will  be  doable  that 
of  former  years  V  and  cm  they  be  satisfied, 
or  do  they  snpposa  God  will  approve,  if 
they  give  in  currency,  only  the  same  as  they 
have  done  heretofore,  when  it  requires  two 
dollars  to  remit  what  one  dollar  would  have 
sent  a  year  ago  ?  I  see,  by  the  Missionary 
Herald  for  July,  that  even  in  onrrenoy, 
the  amount  is  likely  to  fall  short  of  that 
agreed  npon  at  Rochester.  Let  me  ask 
every  friend  of  the  Board  to  lose  no  time 
in  making  bis  donation  for  this  year  equal 
to  the  inorcased  cost  in  remitting  exchange. 
We  mast  not  let  onr  noble  men  in  the  fidd 
suffer,  nor  the  work  be  hindered  while  we 
have  the  means.

J ohn  Ward,  whioh  was  declined  by  him 
some  time  since.  The  unity  and  earnest- 
nees  expressed  by  that  people  in  their  re¬ 
peat^  call  to  this  brother  of  their  late  pas¬ 
tor,  is  at  once  commendable  to  them,  and 
expresses  more  than  iangnaga  can  do  their 
appreciation  of  the  long  and  faithful  labors 
of  the  pastor  who  lived  and  died  among 
them.  With  the  enlarged  facilities  for  use- 
fnlness  in  the  new  Ohnroh  now  being  bnilt, 
this  field  offers  ample  opportunity  for  pleas¬ 
ant  and  earneat  efforts  lor  the  faithfnl  min¬ 
ister  of  Christ. 

Indisnapolia — On  SabbaUi,  the  8d  instant, 
the  Second  Presbyterian  Ohnrob,  Indianap¬ 
olis,  Ind., — Rev.  Hanford  A.  Edson,  pastor 
— received  thirteen  persons  on  profession 
of  their  faith,  and  five  by  letter.  At  the 
previous  oommnnion,  three  months  since, 
ten  were  received  on  profession,  and  eleven 
by  letter.  These  aoosssions  are  mainly  the 
result  of  a  delightfal  work  of  grace  among 
the  yonng  people  of  the  congregation  dar¬ 
ing  the  early  Spring, 

Inatallation.— The  Presbytery  of  Ohemnng, 
on  the  80th  nit.,  installed  Rev.  Charles  0. 
Carr  as  Pastor  of  the  First  Presbyterian 
Ohnroh  of  Horsebeads.  Bev.  Gao.  Spanld- 
ing.  Moderator  of  Presbytery,  proposed  the 
Oonstitntional  Qnestions  and  offered  the  in- 
staUing  prayer.  An  able  sermon  was  preach¬ 
ed  by  Rev.  Dr.  Oortis;  Rev.  A.  W.  Cowles, 
D.D.,  gave  the  charge  to  the  Pastor,  and 
Bev.  Isaac  Clark  to  the  people.  The  30th 
was  the  uiniversary  of  Mr.  Can’s  installa¬ 
tion  at  Horseheads,  at  the  time  ol  his  ordi¬ 
nation  twenty-three  years  ago.  The  pres¬ 
ent  oooaaion  was  natnrally  one  of  deep  in¬ 
terest  and  of  many  tender  reooUeetions. 

Coagrsgational.— The  American  Home  Mis¬ 
sionary  Society  have  jnat  commissioned 
four  additional  laborers  for  the  Pacific 

coast - Bev.  S.  B.  Dlmmoek,  late  of 

Pittsfield,  Mass.,  bas  accepted  a  call  to  the 
pastorate  of  the  Plymonth  Choreh,  in  Syra- 
oojM,  N.  Y. - Forty  one  persons  were  re¬ 

ceived  into  the  Ohnrob,  in  Stnrbridge, 
Mass.,  by  profession,  the  first  Sabbath  in 
July — making  the  number  sixty-one  who 
have  united  srith  the  Obnroh  by  profession, 
since  the  installation  of  the  present  psstor. 

Rev.  M.  B  Angler,  one  year  ago - The 

Orthodox  Omgregational  Oh.  of  Angnsta, 
He.,  was  Btmck  by  lightning  on  the  night 
of  the  11th  and  entirely  destroyed.  The 
loss  on  the  bailding  is  $22  000,  and  on  the 
organ  of  the  Ghnrob  of  $2000.  The  former 
was  insnred  for  $3000,  and  the  latter  for 
$1000. 

Bpiscopal. — A  petition,  to  be  presented  to 
the  authorities  in  Washington,  is  now  in  oir- 
onlation  among  the  clergymen  of  New  Jer- 
ey  and  New  York,  containing  a  series  of 
resolntions  adopted  at  a  meeting  of  the 
olerioal  and  lay  members  of  the  Diooesan 
Convention  of  New  Jersey,  held  immedi¬ 
ately  after  the  adjournment  of  said  Conven¬ 
tion  on  the  26ih  of  tfsy.  The  resolntions 
set  forth  that  ”  whereas,  by  recent  enaot- 
ments  of  the  Government  of  the  United 
States,  eontrary  to  the  nsnal  onatom  and 
laws  of  nations,  the  clergy  are  Uabls  to  en¬ 
rolment  and  draft  for  military  servioe,  thus 
imuosing  in  the  alternative  of  a  snbstitnte, 
a  harden  of  expense  that  from  their  aelf- 
denying  position  they  are  in  the  majority  of 
oases  nnable  to  bear ;  in  ease  of  a  repeal  of 
the  exemption  olaose,  foreiog  them  into  a 
servioe  and  pmition  inconsistent  with  their 
vows,  sepsnUing  them  from  their  bellowed 
responsibilitiee.  and  leaving  the  people  to 
perish  in  irreligion  and  vioo,”  toerefore  the 
clergy  “  respeotfnlly  and  earnestly  petition 
the  Government  of  the  United  States  to 
enaot  snoh  exceptions  to  the  general  laws 
respecting  enrolment  end  drafting,  as  may 
iMve  the  clergy  in  these  States  eeeore  in 
administration  of  their  reepeotive 
offleee.” 

The  Other  Breath  — A  meeting  of  the  White 
Plaine  Presbyterian  oongregation  wm  held 


July  7tb,  pnrsnant  to  a  call  of  the  psstor. 
Rev.  David  Teese,  in  reference  to  the  re¬ 
cent  eotion  of  the  Presbytery  edvising  him 
to  resign  bis  charge.  This  sdviee  was  giv¬ 
en  after  failing  to  bring  Mr.  Teeee  to  de¬ 
fend  himself  sgainst  charges  of  disloyalty, 
and  be  aooordingly  tendered  his  resignation 
and  then  withdrew,  leaving  the  matter  in 
the  hands  of  the  ocngregation,  Ooj  iotiona 
were  raised  to  the  regnlarity  of  the  call  of 
the  meeting,  the  speoific  purpose  not  hav¬ 
ing  been  announced  ;  also  to  its  being  pre¬ 
sided  over  by  a  moderator  from  another 
Presbytery.  The  majority,  however,  had 
their  action  determined  npon  and  their  res¬ 
olutions  prepared,  which  were  adopted,  ex¬ 
pressing  their  nndiminished  Confidence  in 
the  pastor,  approving  his  oondnet  through- 
not,  and  dissenting  from  the  advice  of  the 
Presbytery,  deoliaing  to  accept  his  resigna¬ 
tion,  reqaesting  the  Session  to  reeegsge 
him  at  an  increased  salary,  and  regarding 
the  oonrse  of  the  Presbytery  in  taking  oog- 
n'z-tiioe  of  the  complaints  as  imprudent,  and 
oalonlaied  to  affect  eerionsly  the  harmony 
of  the*  Ohnrob.  Some  spicy  debate  occur 
red,  iu  which  intimations  of  disloyalty  were 
thrown  out,  which  were  met  with  unbecom¬ 
ing  expressions  of  derision.  There  was  a 
rowdy  eloment  apparent  on  the  side  of  the 
majority,  snpport^  by  persons  who  seldom 
frequent  the  Cbnrob. 

J ust  before  tbe  close  of  the  meeting,  a 
member,  Mr.  Purdy,  offered  a  resolntion  of 
oenenre  against  John  J.  Clapp,  E-q.,  one  of 
the  rating  elders,  and  the  most  prominent 
representative  of  tbe  loyal  minority,  charg¬ 
ing  bim  with  creating  the  diffionltiee,  and 
thereby  rendering  himself  nnaooeptable  to 
the  majority,  and  therefore  requesting  him 
to  cease  to  act  as  elder.  Mr.  Clapp,  in  re- 
ply,  said  that  the  mover  of  the  resolution 
knew  that  be  bad  not  acted  as  elder  for 
some  time  past,  and  but  for  the  fact  that 
the  laws  of  the  Chnroh  forbade  an  elder  to 
lay  down  his  office,  he  wonld  oheerfnlly  do 
so  under  the  oironmstanoes.  He  obaraoter 
ized  the  resolntion  as  emanating  from  the 
hotbed  of  treason,  and  considered  it  there¬ 
fore  as  sn  indorsement  of  tbe  reotitndc'of 
bis  oonrse.  At  the  solicitation  of  several 
friends,  the  mover  withdrew  the  resolntion, 
and  tbe  meeting  adjourned  with  a  benedio 
tion.  The  action  of  the  majority  is  regar- 
dr:d  by  the  minority  as  oontnmaoions,  and 
therefore  proper  to  be  reviewed  before  the 
Presbytery.  Mr.  Teese  has  never  been  in¬ 
stalled  over  the  Oharch,  being  still  in  oou- 
neotion  with  a  Presbytery  in  Virginia. 

Current  iBbmts, 

Kiabsabob. — The  literature  of  tho  re- 
oeot  naval  engagement  in  the  British  Chan¬ 
nel  is  increased  by  every  steamer,  and  now 
amounts  to  about  a  score  of  letters,  some 
of  them  (on  the  rebel  side)  quite  lengthy, 
asd  amusingly  inconsistent  with  each  other. 
And  we  make  no  aooonnt  in  this  estimate 
of  the  lengthy  duqnisitions  of  th^  news¬ 
paper  correspondents — home  and  foreign, 
or  of  editorial  comments  almost  withont 
limit.  Tbe  contest  and  its  decisive  resnlt 
seem  to  agitate  John  Bull  and  bis  neigh 
bor  across  the  Channel  almost  as  mnoh  as 
did  the  memorable  engagement  in  Hamp¬ 
ton  Roads.  Every  thing  about  onr  vioto 
rions  third- rater  now  lying  at  Oherbonrg 
for  the  purpose  of  slight  repairs,  is  dili¬ 
gently  inquired  into,  and  an  Admiral  of  the 
French  Navy  bas  even  been  on  board  to  see 
the  gnns  handled.  Henceforth  the  name 
of  a  certain  bold,  rounded  eminence  of  the 
Granite  State  mountains  will  sound  an- 
pleMantly  in  British  as  well  as  rebel  ears, 
for  it  was  a  British  vessel,  armed  with  the 
most  approved  British  gnns  and  a  trained 
British  orew,  that  were  so  signally  Aisoom- 
flttd  by  the  Kearsarge  on  the  19th  nit 
These  points  Secret^  Welles  takes  no 

Eains  to  oonoeal  in  his  oompliment«ry  ao- 
nowledgment  ofOapt  JobnA  Winslow’s 
first  despatob,  and  he  farther  notifies  the 
^tter  that  ”  the  President  has  signified  his 
intention  to  recommend  that  yon  receive  a 
vote  of  thanks,  in  order  that  yon  may  be* 
advanced  to  the  grade  of  Commodore 
also  that  Lient  Commander  James  8. 
Thornton,  the  executive  officer,  ”  will  be 
recommended  to  tbe  Senate  for  advance¬ 
ment  ten  nnmbers  in  hia  grade,”  and  the 
merits  of  none  will  be  overlooked. 

As  already  mentioned  a  number  of  limp¬ 
ing  apologies  have  been  offered  for  the  Al 
abama,  by  rebels  and  their  active  foreign 
sympathiaers.  Chief  among  these  are  the 
letters  of  wonld- be-minie ter  Mason,  of 
Semmes  (who  as  now  appears  was  ordered 
out  of  Oherbonrg  by  the  French  authorities 
through  tbe  importnnity  of  Minister  Day- 
ton),  and  of  John  Lanoaster,  he  of  the  Deer 
hound,  which  vessel  acted  the  part  of  a  ten¬ 
der  to  tbe  Alabama  mnoh  more  effeotnally 
than  she  eouid  have  done  bad  she  sailed  nn- 
der  the  rebel  rather  than  a  **  neutral”  flag. 
The  truth  is  that  Captain  Winslow  wonld 
now  have  all  the  officers  and  men  of  the 
Alabama  m  prisoners  had  he  not  plaoed  too 
mnoh  oonfidenoe  in  tbe  honor  of  an  Eng¬ 
lishman  who  earried  the  flag  of  the  Buyal 
Yacht  Squadron. 

Oapt.  Semmes  oomplains  in  bis  "  report” 
that  the  Kearsarge  fired  npon  bim  five  times 
after  hia  oolors  bad  been  stmek.  He  pats 
in,  however,  the  charitable  hope  **  that  a 
ship  of  war  of  a  Christian  nation  oonld  not 
have  done  this  intentionally.”  He  says 
also  that  the  Kearsarge  ”  sent  one,  and  then, 
tardily,  another  ^at  ”  to  the  resone,  that 
*'ber  midship  seotion  on  both  sides  was  thor¬ 
oughly  iron  coated,  ’  ’  Ao.  With  regard  to  tbe 
first  oonnt,  it  wonld  seem  tnat  ”  five  shots” 
were  a  pretty  abort  allowanea  as  to  number 
whereon  to  a  choke  off  a  Yankeeship  in  full 
fighting  oatear.  It  is  probable,  too,  that 
Oapt.  Winalow  felt  called  upon  to  wipe  his 
glass  onoe  or  twioe,  in  order  to  make  anre 
tnat  there  was  no  sham  about  the  rebel 
white  rag.  As  to  the  tardy  sending  of 
boats,  the  Deerhound  man  says  that  he  was 
hailed  and  requested  to  aid  in  piokiog  up 
the  men  who  were  in  the  water,  and  that 
when  he  passed  the  Kearsarge  Oapt.  Wins 
low  cried  oni  ‘*Por  God's  sake  do  what  yon 
can  to  save  them,”  certainly  an  exprersion 
that  does  not  imply  indifferenoe.  And  with 
regard  to  the  ”  iron  coat”  and  other  eqnally 
false  statements,  the  following  letter  of  the 
gallant  Oapt.  Winslow,  as  modest  as  brave, 
to  the  Loudon  Neves,  is  a  sufficient  reply  : 

Sir:  There  have  been  so  many  nonsensical 
pnbhoations  on  the  engagement  whioh  took 
place  between  the  AUbama  and  Kearsarge, 
that  it  is  my  wish  that  a  oorxeetion  should 
be  made. 

In  the  first  plaoe,  no  ohaUengs  wm  sent 
by  Ospt  Winslow  ;  to  have  done  so,  would 
have  been  to  have  violated  the  order  of  the 
Navy  Department.  On  the  contrary,  Ospt 
Wmslow  received  a  reqaest  from  Oapt 
SemmM  not  to  leave,  m  he  would  fight  the 
Kearsarge,  and  wonld  only  oooapy  a  day  or 
two  in  his  preparationa.  Five  days  how- 
OTtr  lapsed  before  they  were  oompleted. 
The  Kearsarge' s  battery  oonsiate  ol  seven 
gnns,  two  11-inoh  Dahlgrens,  lour  32 
poonders,  one  light  rifle  28  pounder.  Tue 
battery  of  the  Alabama  oonaisted  of  one  100 
ponnder  rifle,  one  heavy  68  do.,  six  82 
ganders — tbat  is  one  more  gnu  then  the 
KtQT9t)TgB,  In  tbn  wakn  of  Ibo  60gin6ik|  on 
the  onttdde,  the  Kearsarge  had  stopped  np 
and  down  her  sheet  ohaina.  These  ware 
stopped  by  marline  to  eye  bolts,  whioh  ex¬ 
tended  some  twenty  feet,  and  wm  done  by ' 


the  bands  of  tbs  Kearsarge  ;  the  whide  WM 
TOvered  by  light  plank,  to  prevent  dirt  od- 
leoting.  It  was  for  tbe  purpose  of  protect¬ 
ing  tbe  engioes  when  there  was  no  coal  in 
tbe  upper  part  of  the  bnnkers,  as  was  the 
ease  when  the  aetion  took  place.  The  Al¬ 
abama  bad  her  bankers  full,  and  was  sqnally 
protected.  The  Kearsarge  went  into  action 
with  a  orew  of  one  hundred  and  aixty-twa 
offloers  and  men.  The  Alahama,  by  report 
of  the  Deerhound's  offloers,  had  one  hun¬ 
dred  anA  fifty. 

The  Kearsargs  steamed  to  sea  in  order 
that  no  qaestions  of  nentrality  jnrisdiotioB 
shonld  be  raised  ;  when  far  enough  sha 
turned  short  ronnd  and  steered  immediate¬ 
ly  for  the  Alabama  iox  ol«ee  action.  The 
Alabama  fired  as  she  was  coming  down 
her  two  broadaides  and  a  part  of  another ; 
no  one  shot  came  on  board  the  Kearsarge, 
The  Kearsarge  then  sheered  and  opened  on 
the  Alabama,  trying  to  get  nearer.  The 
action  lasted  one  hoar  and  two  minniee 
from  the  first  to  the  last  shot.  The  Esor- 
sarge  received  twenty-eight  shots  above  and 
thirteen  above  her  hull ;  tbe  best 
shots  were  abaft  the  mainmast,  two  shots 
which  ont  tbe  chain  stops,  tbe  sheH  of 
whioh  broke  tbe  easing  or  wood  cover  ing. 
They  were  too  high  to  have  damaged 
the  boiler  bad  they  penetrated  The  Esor- 
sarge  was  only -slightly  damaged,  and  I  sup¬ 
posed  the  action  for  hot  work  bi^  juet  oom- 
menoed  when  it  ended.  Such  stuff  m  the 
Alabama  firing  when  she  was  going  down, 
and  all  snoh  talk  is  twaddle.  The  Alabama 
towards  the  last  hoisted  sail  to  get  away, 
when  the  Kearsarge  was  laid  aorots  her 
bowp,  and  would  have  raked  ber  had  she 
not  surrendered,  whioh  she  bad  done,  and 
was  trying  to  get  her  flags  down,  and  show¬ 
ing  a  white  flag  over  the  stern.  The  offioers 
of  the  Alabama  on  board  the  Kearsarge  My 
that  she  was  a  complete  slanghter  honse^ 
and  was  oompletely  tom  to  pieoes  This  ii 
all  I  know  of  the  Alabama.  Yonrs.  Ao  , 
John  A.  Winslow,  Captain.

In  PhiUddphia  the  people  are  aU  astir  m 
witness  the  following : 

Philadbxu’Bia,  July  12—3  P.  M. — There 
axe  now  only  two  Government  wires  work¬ 
ing  Honth  of  this  oity.

Bkfobb  Petkesbueo. — Advices  from  Gen. 
Grant  are  only  up  to  Saturday  morning  last, 
owing  to  the  excitement  and  obstructions 
in  the  vicinity  of  Washington  and  Balti¬ 
more.  On  Friday  afternoon,  however,  an 
extraordinary  artillery  fight  took  place 
along  the  front  of  the  5th,  9ch  and  18ch 
army  corps,  immediately  facing  the  town.

They  rose 
above  their  works  m  if  contemplating  a 
charge,  but  were  immediately  received  with 
an^h  a  sharp  volley  from  the  wascfatal  not- 1 
diets  of  the  Second  Division  that  the  at¬ 
tempt,  whatever  it  might  have  been,  wm 
abandoned.  Our  fire  wm  returned,  how¬ 
ever,  and  lively  skirmishing  from  behind 
breMtworks  ensued,  extending  along  near¬ 
ly  Uie  whole  front  of  Gen.  Smith’s  and  part 
of  Burnside’s  commands.  The  enemy  soon 
after  opened  with  artillery,  which  wm  the 
signal  for  a  fierce  and  rapid  answer  from 
our  battel  ies,  posted  on  excellent  positions 
on  the  bluffs  and  flats.  The  cannonade  of 
thirty  pounders  and  four- inch  mortars  soon 
brought  the  rebels  to  their  senses,  and  a 
few  well-direoted  shots,  which  entered  the 
town  and  set  fire  to  one  or  more  buildings, 
quite  silenced  their  fire.  At  dnsk  the  can¬ 
nonade  on  our  part  also  ceased,  and  the 
smoke  of  the  ansubdued  conflagration  in 
Petersburg  wm  still  perceptible.  If  Grant’s 
army  Am  remained  intact  until  this  writing, 
it  is  probable  that  au  important  movement 
is  now  under  way. 

CoBOBXss  FobmaxiLT  Adjoubkbd  at  121 
o’clock  on  the  4tb.  beveral  important  bills 
were  pMsed  daring  the  iMt  hours  of  the 
aessioiL  The  new  conscription  bill,  which 
WM  perfected,  provides  that  drafts  may  be 
made  for  one,  two,  or  three  years,  that 
bounties  of  $100,  200,  and  $300  shall  be 
awarded  for  one,  two,  and  three  years’  ser 
vice  respectively.  Commutation  is  abolish¬ 
ed,  but  every  person  drafted  may  serve  in 
person  or  by  substitute,  and  fifty  days’  no¬ 
nce  must  be  given  before  enforcing  the 
drift.  Each  State  ia  at  liberty  to  obtain 
substitutes  in  the  States  in  insurrection, 
except  in  Tennessee,  AtkansM,  and  Lou¬ 
isiana,  and  have  them  credited  on  her  quota. 

A  special  war  tax  of  five  per  cent,  on  all 
iaromes  for  1863  wm  enact^  This  tsx  is 
to  be  p^d  on  the  1st  of  September,  and  it 
ia  esnmated  that  $20,000,000  will  in  this 
manner  be  put  into  the  TreMury,  to  be  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  payment  of  bounties  to  soldiers 
who  msy  be  drafted.  An  attempt  to  in¬ 
clude  a  tax  on  liquors  failed. 

An  act  in  addition  to  the  several  laws

passed.  It  provides,  that  in  addition  to 
the  eapturea  and  abandoned  property  to 
be  received  and  disposed  of,  the  TreMury 
Agents  shaU  take  care  of,  for  periods  not 
exceeding  twelve  months,  the  abandoned 
lands,  houses  and  tenements  within  the 
I^wscribed  districts,  and  shall  also  provide 
t>7  Nwes  or  otherwise  for'  the  employment 
^d  ^neral  welfare  of  all  persons  within 
toe  Feheral  lines  in  the  insurrectionary 
Btates,  foiTQerly  held  m  slavea,  who  shall 
b^me  tree.  Property,  real  or  personal, 
uall  be  regarded  m  abandoned  when  the 
lawful  owner  shall  be  voluntarily  absent 
th^from,  and  engaged  either  in  arms  or 
othsrwiM  in  aiding  or  encouraging  the  xe- 
-  bellion.  It  is  made  lawful  for  the  &cretary 
S*  the  Treasury,  with  the  approval  of  the 
•  tosideat,  to  authorise  agents  to  pnrchaae 
•ny  prodiets  of  the  Btates  decdared  in  in- 
WWhotion,  the  property  to  be  sold  at  such 
ptooss  M  shall  be  designated,  for  the  ben- 
wt  ot  the  United  8>atea  No  goods  shall 
^  taken  into  a  State  declared  in  insurreo- 
or  transported  therein  exoeptiog  to 
and  fK>m  such  placea,  and  to  such  monthly 
amounts  m  shall  have  biren  previously 
agreed  upon  in  writing  by  the  Uommand 
lag  General  of  the  Department  in  which 
such  placea  are  sitnate.  All  olBoers  and 
P**^*tea  of  the  army  and  navy  are  probib 
lied  from  buying,  ailing,  trading,  or  in 
^*1  dealing  in  the  deaoripaons  oi 

Coperty  mentioned  in  this  act,  or  from 
lag  indirectly  ooncemed  in  the  profits. 
The  aum  of  $260  000  was  appr->pruted 
lor  proteeMi.g  the  cosuasrceof  ikelakM 


by  causing  the  public  works  connected  with 
the  harbors  on  L«kM  Ohamplain,  Ontario, 
Erie,  St  Glair,  Huron,  Michigan,  and  Su¬ 
perior  to  be  repaired  and  made  uselul  for 
purposes  of  oommeree  and  navigation,  and 
the  farther  cum  of  $100,000  for  repairing 
and  rendering  useful  for  similar  purposes, 
public  works  oonneotod  with  the  harbors  on 
the  seaboard.

10  OrganiZition  of  four  new  Free 
Territories — Idaho,  Montana,  Daootah,  and 
Arizona.  11.  Establiebmeut  of  Free  Labor 
on  plantations  lu  South  Carolina,  Louisi¬ 
ana,  Missiesippi,  Tennessee,  and  Arkansas 

The  Lowkk  Mississippi  Coustbt  — An 
expedition  under  Ool  tiro  ver,  sent  out  from 
Decatur,  Ala  ,  June  28.  by  Gen  R  8.  Gran¬ 
ger,  to  surprise  Patterson’s  brigade  of 
Rhoddy’s  division,  was  partially  eucoessful. 
When  near  the  camp  they  were  disouveied 
by  the  rebel  surgeons,  who  gave  the  alarm. 
The  rebels  broke  and  ran,  but  tho  Eigh¬ 
teenth  Miohigau  osme  in  on  double-quick, 
killiog  and  wounding  a  number,  and  cap 
turiog  one  Lieutenant  and  nine  men,  their 
wagons,  ambulances,  camp  and  garrison 
equippsge,  offioets’  baggage,  and  a  lot  of 
horses  and  mules.  Uniortuuately  our  cav¬ 
alry  could  no*  cross  the  railroad  in  time  to 
come  np  with  the  fleeing  rebels,  or  their 
entire  command  would  have  been  taken. 
The  infantry  matched  fifty  miles  this  hot 
weather,  in  thirty  six  hours. 

The  rebels  have  been  unsucoessf  ul  in  their 
movements  upon  Little  Rook,  and  it  is  re¬ 
ported  that  they  are  retiring  from  the  State. 
They  are  eudeavoring  to  eBtablish  them¬ 
selves  on  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi,  near 
Port  Hudson.  Gen.  Ullmanu  hM  been 
placed  in  oommaud  of  all  the  colored  troops 
in  the  department — about  thirty- five  regi¬ 
ments  of  all  aims — with  his  headquattots 
at  Port  Hudson. 

An  arrival  direct  from  Red  River  gives 
dates  from  Alexandria,  La.,  25sh.  Gen. 
Dick  Taylor  bad  resigned  the  command  of 
Western  Louisiana,  and  left  for  Rtobmond, 
it  is  believed  with  the  expectation  of  his 
assignment  to  the  command  of  the  South¬ 
western  Department.  Gen.  Walker  com¬ 
mands  in  his  stead.  McKee,  Confederate 
Cotton  Agent,  has  been  arrested  for  ap¬ 
propriating  the  proceeds  cf  sales  of  Con¬ 
federate  cotton. 

A  Right  to  Ride  —The  recent  expulsion 
of  a  colored  woman  from  the  otrs  of  the 
E'ghth  Avenue  Railroad  has  led  to  a  police 
investigation,  which  bM  praotioslly  settled 
the  question  whether  a  person  can  be  re¬ 
fused  a  ride  in  the  publio  conveyaaoes  of 
this  oity  on  account  of  the  natural  color  of 
bis  skin.  This  woman,  who  seems  to  have 
been  a  woman  of  spirit,  as  befits  the  widow 
of  a  United  States  soldier,  carried  her  case 
before  the  Police  Commissioners,  who  held 
the  officer  (Edward  O.  Tyler)  to  trial,  when 
the  latter  explained  that  be  put  the  woman 
out  to  prevent  a  breach  of  the  peace;  upon 
wbioh  the  Commissioner  said  that  there  wm 
no  breach  of  peace  till  the  conductor  of  the 
oar,  aided  by  the  officer,  made  it;  and  he 
added  that  the  conductor  wm  liable  to  arrest, 
and  that  the  railroads  had  no  right  to  make 
an  order  prohibiting  the  use  of  the  cars  to 
colored  people.  It  appeared  farther  on  the 
trial,  by  the  testimony  of  a  Director  of  the 
Company,  that  no  such  regulation  was  ever 
made  by  Directors,  but  wm  an  arbitrary 
act  of  the  President  or  SaperinteudeDt — 
May.  It  18  to  be  added,  that  the  Company 
iMued  a  card  the  day  before  the  above 
trial  of  the  officer,  rescinding  the  prohibi¬ 
tion.  The  matter  may  be  considered  defi¬ 
nitely  disposed  of;  and  it  is  perhaps  a  ooin- 
oidenoe  worthy  of  mention  that  it  occurred 
so  near  the  anniversary  of  our  riots — a  time 
when  negroes  were  being  hunted  down 
throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  toe 
oity,  M  so  many  wild  beMts. 

The  Sixth  Avenue  Railroad  Company  have 
also  abolished  the  distinotion  of  color  in 
their  care,  and  hereafter  any  well  behaved 
colored  person  may  ride  in  any  oar.  This 
road  WM  the  first  to  give  colon  d  persons 
any  accommodation  at  all;  in  what  they 
deemed  necessary  conoeMion  to  public 
opinion,  they  put  on  separate  oars,  jast  m 
certain  soi-distaut  Chrisuans  set  apart  pews 
for  paupers  in  their  fine  Churches.  How¬ 
ever  mistaken  at  the  outset,  the  Sixth  Av¬ 
enue  Road  WM  oeriaiuly  op  to  the  age  in 
this  matter.  While  others  refused  reepeot- 
able  colored  persons  in  any  oar,  and  took 
drunken,  filthy,  obscene,  and  rowdy  white 
ruffians  in  all,  the  Sixth  did  a  little  some¬ 
thing  for  human  nature  in  startiug  its  now 
abandoned  aign  of  ”  Colored  people  allowed 
in  these  oars.”  Times  change,  however. 

Thb  Eablt-CiiOsino  Motbuent  Beoouing 
Gbnebaij  — The  great  mMs  meeting  ot  the 
early -closing  Msooiations  at  Union  Square, 
a  few  weeks  since,  hM  not  only  given  an 
impetus  to  the  movement  in  this  city,  but 
IS  also  exercising  a  beneficial  inflnenoe  in 
nearly  all  the  large  towns  and  cities  in  this 
and  other  States  that  have  not  already 
adopted  the  plan  of  limiting  the  retail  baa 
mess  to  10  or  11  hoars,  in  place  of  the  old 
fMhioned  exhaustive  system  of  16  and  18 
hours  a  day.  Let  the  reform  proceed. 

A  New  Pabadb  Gbottnd  — The  difference 
between  the  Central  Faik  Commissioners, 
the  Common  Oounoil,  and  the  1st  division 
of  the  militia,  hM  been  pleMantly  settled 

convert  Hamilton  Square  into  a  parade 
ground.  This  square  extends  from  65 ch  to 
69(h  street,  between  3d  and  4th  Avenues, 
Is  oonveuient  of  aooeM  by  all  the  lines  of 
oity  oars,  and,  when  graded,  wiU  make  a 
level  and  beantifol  tract,  far  more  suitable 
for  military  parades  than  any  portion  of  the 
Central  Park.  Hamilton  rqaaie  is  owned 
by  the  oity,  and  can  be  put  in  good  shape 
at  a  moderate  expense,  with  eoonomio«l 
management. 

— ^Tbe  bumlog,  early  on  the  morning  of 
the  lltb,  of  the  boat  and  pier  of  the  Gem 
den  and  Amboy  Railroad  Company — which 
road  is  the  chief  means  of  oommunioation 
with  WMhington — suggeata  the  propriety 
of  extra  watohfulneas,  just  now,  in  mattera 
of  fire. 

— George  P.  Morris,  of  the  Howu  Jour¬ 
nal,  died  at  his  residenoe  in  thia  oity  on  the 
Sdi  inat.,  aged  64  years.  Mr.  Morris  wm 
born  in  Philadelphia,  and  removed  to  this 
oity  at  an  early  age,  when  he  began  his  lit¬ 
erary  career.  “  Woodman,  spare  that 
tree  I  ”  ia  hia  moat  popular  song.

TEMPERANCE. 

Use  of  Wine  In  Europo. 

Messrs  Editors :  I  am  afraid  that  there 
is  in  progress  a  perilous  letting  down  of  the 
Christian  conscience  about  Temperance.

Mr.  A.  and  Brother  B.  may  know  how  to 
manage  matters  bettor  than  Noah  did,  but 
it  is  well  that  they  should  take  warning. 

Probably  there  was  a  great  deal  of  gossip 
at  Dayton  daring  the  sittings  of  the  late 
General  Assembly.

received.  When  at  Bethany,  some  time 
afterwards,  Mary  wished  to  approach  the 
Lord  with  a  gift  of  grateful  love.  She 
called  to  mind  what  this  woman  had  done, 
and  brought  such  another  snow-white  ala 
baster  box,  full  of  the  most  precious  spike¬ 
nard  (Mark  xiv.

inburgh  not  long  ago.  He  also  was  a  great 
reformer,  and  by  his  great  powers  as  a  pul¬ 
pit  orator  annd  bis  deep  devotion  and  large 
charity,  has  set  in  motion  a  new  spirit  ia 
the  whole  Scottish  Church.  Twenty  one 
years  ago  ho  led  out  from  the  corrupt  and 
enslaving  condition  of  things  which  then 
held  sway  iu  Seotland,  more  thau  three 
hundred  ministers,  who  with  the  additions 
which  have  since  been  made  to  their  body, 
now  constitnte  the  principal  portion  of  all 
the  Chnrcbes  of  Scotland,  and  who  embody 
the  principal  spiritual  life  aud  activity  in  aU 
that  country.  I  question  whether  John  Euox 
himself  accomplished  more  for  true  religion 
in  Scotland  than  is  being  achieved  through 
the  influence,  fidelity,  and  large-heartedness 
of  Dr.  Chalmers.  His  grave  is  a  very  plain 
one,  with  nothing  to  mark  it  bnt  a  few 
straggling  flowers  and  a  small  variegated 
marble  tablet  in  the  wall  enclosing  the  cem¬ 
etery,  bearing  the  words:  ”  Thomas 
mere,  D.D.,  LL.D.  Born  March  ifth 
1780.  Died  May  31st,  1847.”  I  stood 
for  some  time  by  bis  tomb,  filled  with  deep 
emotion  at  the  great  things  which  God  can 
accomplish  by  the  hands  of  one  earnest, 
faithful,  self  denying,  large-hearted  mao, 
and  at  the  power  and  greatness  there  is  iu 
trne  piety  and  goodness.  Only  aim,  chil¬ 
dren,  at  being  always  good,  true,  generons, 
and  faithful  to  God  and  right,  and  Provi¬ 
dence  will  not  fail  to  prosper  you,  and  honor 
you,  and  bless  you,  not  only  in  this  world, 
bat  forever.”  ^

It  is  a  pity,  at  any  rate,  that  time  could 
not  have  been  found  for  it.

families,  because  a  Catholic  lady  finds  on 
certain  subjects  a  companionship  in  her  con¬ 
fessor  which  she  lacks  in  her  husband. 
These  facts  may  serve  to  account  for  what 
may  seem  sneb  strange  contradictions  ia 
modern  France.  The  position  of  the 
Church,  for  instance,  is  both  very  weak  and 
very  strong.  The  direct  power  of  the 
Church  of  Rome  in  France  is  infinitely 
smaller  than  that  of  the  Eoglish  Church  in 
England,  becaase  the  men  are  openly  against 
it;  but  its  indirect  power,  throngh  the  con¬ 
fessional,  is  still  very  considerable.  For 
instance,  the  Eoglish  Church  in  England  is 
strong  enough  to  repress  the  utterance  of 
heterodox  opinions  in  general  society,  but 
in  French  society  snch  opinions  are  discuss¬ 
ed  with  perfect  freedom.  On  the  other 
hand,  snch  is  the  influence  of  the  Roman 
Cbnrch  in  France  over  the  women,  that 
fathers  who  hate  the  priests  find  themselves 
nevertheless  compelled  to  let  their  danghters 
confess  themselves  to  priests,  becaase  a  girl 
who  should  omit  the  premiere  communion 
would  find  her  position  amongst  women  per¬ 
fectly  nnendurable.  And,  as  Catholicism 
in  women  is  comme  il  faut,  many  men  in 
France  like  girls  for  being  Catholics,  the 
more  bigoted  the  better,  though  it  is  difii- 
calt  to  see  bow  any  union  can  be  intellec- 
tnally  complete  between  persons  who  differ 
so  widely  on  such  an  important  subject  as 
religion. 

As  to  morality,  I  think  there  can  be  no 
doubt  that  France,  on  the  whole,  is  a  more 
immoral  country  than  England ;  bnt  it  is  an 
interesting  fact  that  French  mothers  dread 
sending  their  boys  to  London,  for  fear  of 
the  dear  innocent  yonths  being  contamina¬ 
ted  by  our  bad  example.  The  more  igno-

MTo  make  good  batter,  care  sbonld  be 
iken  that  the  cows  are  healthy  and  have 
icees  to  pure  water  and  good  sweet  pasture 
ad  am  freely  cnpplied  with  salt.  The 
lielter  of  shade  treee  is  alto  beneficial. 
!he  same  cow  should  be  milked  by  the  same 
erson  at  about  the  samtf  time  each  day, 
nd  should  be  treated  gently  and  milked 
eickly,  without  stopping  after  the  milking 
as  commenced.  It  is  important  that  the 
OWB  sbonld  be  milked  at  the  same  hour  at 
[evening  as  they  are  in  the  morning. 

Afcer  being  drawn  from  the  cow,  the 
miik  should  be  immediately  taken  to  the 
milk- room'  and  strained.  .The  milk- room 
should  be  airy,  cool,  and  clean,  and  should 
be  so  constructed  that  a  current  of  air  can¬ 
not  strike  directly  upon  the  milk,  or  the 
batter  will  be  liable  to  be  fall  of  white 
specks.  The  temperatnre  of  the  milk- room 
should  be  kept,  Summer  and  Winter,  as 
near  fifty- eight  degrees  as  possible.  It 
should  not  be  near  any  hog- pen,  sink-hole, 
or  anything  which  renders  the  atmosphere  im- 
pare.  Every  imparity  of  this  kind  is  readily 
commnnicated  to  the  cream,  and  consequent¬ 
ly  affects  the  butter-  Every  vessel  used  for 
holding  the  milk,  cream,  or  batter,  should 
be  kept  clean  and  free  from  acidity.  It 
is  contended  by  some  that  it  is  best  to  cbnrn 
the  milk,  bat  it  is  practised  very  little  in 
this  country.  Tin  pans  are  believed  to  bs 
the  best  vessels  in  which  to  set  the  milk, 
and  sbonld  not  be  filled  more  than  two- 
thirds  fall.  The  milk  should  stand  just  long 
enongh  for  all  the  cream  to  rise,  which 
sbonld  not  exceed  sixty  hoars  at  any  season 
of  the  year.  Perhaps  a  finer  quality  of 
batter  may  be  produced  by  skimming  the 
cream  off  and  chnrning  it  while  sweet;  bat 
It  is  a  wastefiil  practice,  as  the  cream  does 
not  all  rise  ontU  the  milk  begins  to  thicken. 
After  being  skimmed,  the  cream  should  be 
placed  in  tin  or  glazed  earthen  vessels  aifd 
covered  with  a  coarse  cloth,  which  will  keep 
ont  insects,  bat  not  exclude  the  air.  At 
every  addition  of  cream  the  whole  shoold  be 
thoronghly  mixed.  In  small  dairies,  where 
cbarning  is  not  done  every  day,  it  has  been

Good  Wool. — The  first  requisite  for  good 
wool  is  fineness,  which  is  governed  by 
and  prodneed  under  the  laws  of  stock-rais¬ 
ing,  as  the  breed  or  variety,  climate,  the 
Summer  and  Winter  food  of  the  sheep, 
and  their  management.  The  second  reqni- 
site  is  softness.  This  depends  on  the  char¬ 
acter  of  the  yolk  or  oily  secretion  that  fills 
the  tube  of  the  hair  or  fiber.  This  yolk 
crystallizes  in  the  fiber  after  shearing,  and 
renders  it  brittle  and  harsh,  or  soft  and 
silky,  according  as  its  character  is  formed 
by  those  matters  which  govern  its  growth. 
The  last  requisite  is  the  length  of  the  wool 
or  of  the  fiber  composing  it,  and  this  is 
governed  by  climate  changes  and  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  animal.

vessel;  otherwise,  each  skimming  will  re¬ 
main  in  a  layer  by  itself,  and  at  the  bottom 
will  become  very  soar. 

It  is  of  little  importance  what  kind  of 
churn  is  used,  provided  all  the  cream  is  con¬ 
tinuously  and  uniformly  agitated.  In 
large  dairies  some  .kind  of  power  may  be 
economically  used  in  chnrning.  The  cream 
should  be  brought  to  about  sixty  or  sixty- 
two  degrees  Fahrenheit,  and  churned  mod¬ 
erately  at  first,  as  churning  may  be  per¬ 
formed  with  BO  much  Yapidity  as  to  injure 
the  batter.  When  the  batter  is  snMciently 
gathered  by  charnine,  it  should  be  trans¬ 
ferred  to  a  wooden  bowl  with  a  wooden  la¬ 
dle.  In  large  duties  the  batter  is  partially 
worked  by  machine;  in  small  dairies  the 
wooden  la^e  is  generally  used.  The  qnes- 
ti(Hi  whether  cold  water  sbonld  be  used  is 
ansettled.  If  the  temperature  of  the  dairy- 
room  is  cool  enongh,  the  bnttermilk  may  be 
worked  ont  in  warm  weather  withont  the 
aid  of  cold  water;  if  not,  cold  water  may  be 
Rdvantageonsiy  nsed;  bat  at  all  events  the 
battermUk  Abonid  be  completely  expressed, 
as  the  smallest  quantity  will  affect  the  qual¬ 
ity  of  tne  batter  and  render  it  rancid.  In 
«ome  dairies  the  practice  is  to  finish  the 
working  process  at  once;  in  others  the  bnt¬ 
termilk  is  worked  ont,  and  the.  salt  partial¬ 
ly  worked  in,  and  it  is  then  set  away  antil 
the  next  day,  when  the  operation  is  com¬ 
pleted;  and  still  others  work  ont  the  bnt¬ 
termilk  and  wait  an  til  the  next  day  before 
adding  the  salt — and  some  even  give  it  a  j 
third  working  before  it  is  packed.  I  be¬ 
lieve  it  is  deemed  iDjarions  to  work  batter  any 
more  after  being  salted  than  jnst  enough 
to  thoroughly  mix  the  salt  with  the  batter. 
Experience  and  practice  alone  will  enable 
the  operator  to  work  the  batter  skilfnlly 
and  get  out  all  the  buttermilk  and  tbor- 
onghly  mix  the  salt  without  rendering 
it  salvy.  The  best  of  salt  sbonld  be  used. 
Liverpool  dairy  salt  is  need  by  many,  bat 
it  is  thought  by  some  that  coarse  solar  salt 
ground  fine  and  kiln- dried  is  prefera¬ 
ble.

That  it  shonld  see  the  light  in  this  oity  is 
an  argument  for  the  tolerance  of  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  and  the  magnanimoos  patience  of 
onr  people,  which  thns  refates  its  false  rep¬ 
resentations  of  Northern  Tyranny. 


A  Glimpse  or  Poliot.— A  key  to  the  pol¬ 
icy  of  the  President  to  be  pursued  toward 
Vallaudigham  has  been  recently  given  in 
a  meeting  between  the  Eentnoky  delegation 
in  Congress  and  Hr.  Lincoln  relative  to  the 
case  of  Col.  Wolford.  This  officer,  it  will 
be  remembered,  was  arrested  by  Gen.  Bar- 
bridge  and  sent  to  Washington,  where  he 
has  sinoe  remained,  reporting  daily  to  the 
War  Department.  In  answer  to  the  reqaest 
that  the  order  of  Gen.  Bnrbridge  be  resoindt 
ed,  the  President  replied  that  he  should 
not  depart  from  the  policy  before  punned 
oonoeroing  Vallandigham.  Mr.  Mallory 
remarked  that  the  Vallandigham  order 
was  inoperative,  that  individual  having  re¬ 
turned  to  Ohio.  Mr.  Lincoln  replied,  in 
snbstanee,  that  he  had  no  official  knowledge 
of  Vallandigham’s  return,  and  that  when 
Mr.  Vallandigham  made  hit  presenoe 
known  by  objectionable  acts  the  Ex-Aontive 
would  be  prepared  to  aok  The  application 
in  favor  of  Col.  Wolford  was  not  granted. — 
Ateociated  Press.

their  ailogianoe  to  the  United  States,  Chat 
they  may  not  be  utterly  destroyed,  that  the 
effusion  of  blood  may  be  stayed,  and  that 
unity  and  fraternity  may  be  restored,  and 
peace  estabhshed  thronghont  all  onr  bor¬ 
ders."

We  must  confess  to  some  disappointment 
in  taking. np  this  volnme.  The  great  Fred¬ 
erick  lived  almost  to  the  times  of  the  French 
Bevolntion,  but  this  new  instalment  of  hie 
history  only  brings  ns  down  to  the  brink  of 
the  old  French  War.  The  Carlylism  of  the 
book  is  tolerable  for  awhile,  bat  we  weary 
of  it  at  last,  and  heartily  wish  that  the 
transcendental  historian  would  come  down 
from  his  stilts  and  speak  like  ordinary  mor¬ 
tals. 

We  mast  not,  however,  overlook  the  value 
of  the  record,  even  in  its  distorted  shape 
We  oatoh  glimpses  of  facts  and  motives  not 
presented  in  the  more  ordinary  histories 
of  the  timeA  We  read  not  a  little  by  the 
light  of  contemporary  oorrespondenoe,  and 
events  and  oharaoters  oome  ont  of  the  times 
with  a  remarkable  vividnesA  The  interest 
that  the  hero  excites,  holding  his  own  some¬ 
times  against  great  odds,  and  sometimes 
anticipating  by  a  paralyxieg  blow  the  pro¬ 
jects  of  his  enemies,  gives  a  obarm  to  the 
pages  which  even  the  barbarous  mannerism 
of  the  style  does  not  dispeL  We  trust, 
however,  that  the  author  will  harry  on  to 
ward  a  oonoiosion  and  not  swell  the  history 
of  a  single  mler  to  dimensions  almost  in¬ 
tolerable  in  a  history  of  the  world.

THE  LATE  SET.  WASBEH  DAT. 

Faiher  Day  was  born  in  Sharon,  Yt., 
October  1st,  1789.  He  was  graduated  at 
Dartmouth  College,  in  1814.  He  stndied 
theology  with  a  neighboring  clergyman. 
In  1816  he  moved  to  Western  New  York,  it 
being  then  emphatically  a  new  country.  In 
September  of  that  year  he  commenced 
preaching  in  Richmond,  Ontario  country. 
He  was  snbseqaently  installed  Pastor  of  the 
Obnroh  in  Richmond,  and  oontinned  labor¬ 
ing  there  till  tbe  Antnmn  of  1828  He  then 
preached  a  year  or  two  in  Orangeville,  N.  Y. 
In  1830  be  was  appointed  agent  of  the 
American  Tract  Society  for  Western  Naw 
York,  with  his  residence  at  Geneva.  He 
ooinpied  that  post  of  labor  seven  years.  In 
1838  be  moved  to  Enfield,  Tompkins  conn- 
ty,  N  Y  ,  was  installed  Pastor  of  tbe  Pres¬ 
byterian  Ohnroh  there,  and  oontinned  in 
that  relation  abont  six  years.  la  1845  he 
returned  to  Richmond,  tbe  place  of  his  first 
settlement,  and  labored  there  in  the  minis¬ 
try  five  years.  Afterwards  he  moved  to 
Orangeville,  and  a  second  time,  also,  be 
ministered  to  the  Ohnroh  in  that  place.  In 
1854  he  moved  to  Wanwatosa,  Wis.,  where 
he  resided  for  nine  years,  till  Jane,  1863, 
when  he  with  hia  wife,  returned  for  a  visit 
to  his  son,  Rsv.  Simnel  Mills  Day,  who  is 
the  pastor  of  his  father’s  old  Ohnroh  in 
Richmond,  N.  Y. 

Father  Day  filled  np  his  long  life  with 
active  Ohristian  nsefolness.  He  not  only 
delighted  to  preaioh  the  Gospel,  bat  to  visit 
the  widow  and  fatherless  in  their  sffiiotion 
and  to  minister  to  the  wants  of  tbe  poor. 
He  did  a  great  amoant  of  good  in  an  nnos- 
tentatioos  way. 

While  traveling  over  the  oonntry  in  his 
tract  agency,  he  tamed  his  attention  to 
Geology,  which  was  a  favorite  stndy  with 
him  till  his  death.  He  bad  bis  own  way  of 
reconciling  Genesis  and  Geology;  and  this
